Fighting  for  housing  justice  in  East  Boston

Coming  from  the  world’s  most 
troubled  war  zones,  Vietnam,  Cam¬ 
bodia,  El  Salvador,  they  looked  for¬ 
ward  to  beginning  a  new  life  in  East 
Boston.  As  refugees,  they  knew  what  it 
was  like  to  live  without  clean  water,  or 
to  endure  weeks  and  weeks  without 
adequate  shelter  from  bad  weather. 

They  did  not  expect  to  find  similar 
or  worse  conditions  in  their  East  Bos¬ 
ton  apartments;  no  heat,  rats,  leaking 
pipes,  broken  windows.  After  coining 
this  far,  who  would  have  the  will  to  fight 


back?  But  these  tenants,  with  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  East  Boston  Eucemenical 
Council  (EBEC)  Housing  Justice 
Zone,  are  fighting  back.  And  they’re 
winning. 

The/re  learning  how  to  hold  a  rent 
strike,  how  to  demand  an  inspection, 
and  how  to  describe  their  living  condi¬ 
tions  in  front  of  a  housing  judge. 

For  hundreds  of  E.  Boston  im¬ 
migrants  and  refugees  who  until 
recently,  had  no  idea  they  could  take  on 
the  powers  above  them  and  win,  the 
victories  are  hard-won,  but  steady. 


After  four  years  of  court  battles, 
seven  Southeast  Asian  families  have 
won  a  federal  discrimination  lawsuit 
against  their  former  lemdlord,  Angelo 
Mastrorillo.  Mastrorillo  had  targetted 
Asian  newcomers  to  fill  his  under¬ 
code  apartments  because  he  assumed 
they  would  be  too  afraid  to  protest  his 
slum  conditions.  He  was  wrong. 

In  an  out-of-court  settlement,  Mas- 
toriUo  has  agreed  to  pay  $360,000  over 
a  period  for  four  years  to  the  seven 
famlies. 

Some  of  the  tenants  will  use  then- 


money  to  pay  off  debts  and  bills.  Others 
will  save  the  money  in  a  housing  trust. 
One  woman  is  placing  her  payment  in 
an  education  trust  for  her  dau^ter. 

For  Samath  Eang,  the  settlement  is 
both  a  relief  and  a  triumph.  On  the  day 
he  received  his  check  from  one  of  the 
pro  bono  attorneys,  he  thanked  those 
at  EBEC  for  helping  him  "know  my 
rights  and  help  a  bad  situation  from 
before." 

The  battle  is  not  over  yet.  Mastorillo

Over  200  people  attended  a  State  House  ratty  for  bilingual  education,  including  Chinatown  residents 
whose  own  children  had  already  grown  up.  The  sign  held  by  the  num  in  the  middle  reads,  ”1VUhout 
biMi^ual  educationour  children  will  have  no  future.” 


Along  with  April  showers,  come  the 
annual  series  of  bills  stripping  bilingual 
education  of  its  effectiveness,  or  doing 
away  with  it  altogether. 

In  what’s  become  a  rite  of  spring, 
bilingual  education  advocates  recently 
marched  to  the  Massachusetts  State 
House  to  protest  the  first  of  these  bills, 
one  that  would  eliminate  the  culture 
emd  history  requirement  in  bilingual 
classes. 

This  year,  however.  State  Repre¬ 
sentative  Nelson  Merced  (Dor- 
chester/Roxbury)  announced  to  the 
crowd  that  pro-bilingual  education 
may  be  winning. 

"We  have  more  and  more  friends  in 
the  legislature.  Now  is  our  opportimity 
to  educate  them,"  said  Merced  at  the 
State  House  steps  an  hour  before  the 


State  Education  Committee  would 
hear  testimony  on  H.  4648. 

Sponsored  by  Reps.  Thomas  G. 
Palumbo,  Bruce  E.  Tarr  and  Robert  H. 
M^u•sh,  the  bill  would  also  limit  bilin¬ 
gual  education  to  one  year,  with  an  op¬ 
tion  to  continue  for  imother  two  years. 
Currently,  bilingual  education  students 
can  attend  classes  for  three  years,  with 
room  to  continue  if  they  need  it. 

Such  a  bill  would  "strip  bilingual 
education  of  needed  flexibility  to 
work,"  said  Merced.  Many  students  re¬ 
quire  the  extra  year  or  more  in  order  to 
catch  up  to  their  English  speaking 
classmates,  said  Merced. 

Chinese  bilingual  elementary  stu¬ 
dents  from  the  Harvard-Kent  School 
marched  along  with  elderly  Chinese

Amy  Guen,  one  of  Boston’s 
most  energetic  volunteers,  is 
the  recipient  of  this  year’s 
Lifetime  Achievement  Award 
from  the  Massachusetts  Chap¬ 
ter  of  the  National  Association 
of  Social  Workers. 

What  has  inspired  her  for 
46  years,  she  says,  is  the  sup¬ 
port  of  her  family  and  the 
Chinese  community..  No  per¬ 
son  should  be  separate  from 
people  who  care  and  love 
them,  Amy  believes. 

To  underscore  her  belief, 
Amy  reaches  back  to  the 
origins  of  Chinese  settlement 
and  migration  in  America.  She 
journeys  through  the  history  of 
Chinatown,  beginning  with  the 
early  settlements  in  the  1800s, 
past  the  war  years  and  urban 
renewal  in  the  60s,  up  to 
present  day  Chinatown. 

It’s  a  history  of  a  com¬ 
munity  facing  barriers,  both 
human  and  physical,  and  it’s 
the  story  of  how  a  community 
comes  together  and  takes  care 
of  its  own. 

Amy  Guen  was  bom  Amy 
Chin  at  32  Oxford  Street  in 


Chinatown.  Both  her  father 
and  grandfather  were  Chinese 
herbalists."My  grandfather 
was  recruited  as  an  herbalist 
for  the  railroad  and  the  gold 
mining  camps.  Eventually  he 
settled  near  South  Station, 
where  the  laborers  camped," 
Amy  recalls. 

He  opened  a  store  that  sold 
Chinese  herbs  and  other  mer¬ 
chandise  at  10  Oxford  Street. 
Amy’s  father  trained  in 
Chinese  medicine  in  Canton, 
then  went  back  and  forth  be¬ 
tween  the  United  States  and 
China  buying  and  selling 
wares,  expanding  the  business 
and  practicing  the  art  of 
herbal  medicine. 

When  Amy  was  eight  years 
old,  she  and  her  brother  and 
sisters  were  sent  to  China  after 
their  mother  had  died.  There, 
her  father’s  first  wife  and  the 
Toisan  community  treated  the 
young  children  as  if  they  were 
their  own.  She  never  forgot  the 
trust  and  support  given  to  her 
those  years  in  China. 

"You  have  a  lot  of  self-es¬ 
teem  \riien  people  are  good  to

you,"  said  Amy. 

The  experience  prepared 
her  for  a  lifetime  of  service  to 
communities  which  nurtured 
her.  "In  school,  in  China,  we 
were  always  told  that  we  were 
privileged  to  receive  an  educa¬ 
tion,  and  that  we  owe  some¬ 
thing  back." 

When  Amy  came  back 
home  to  Chinatown  after 
World  War  II,  she  was  twenty 
years  old.  Her  career  as  a  so¬ 
cial  worker  and  community 
activist  for  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity  was  just  beginning. 
She  was  curious  about  how 
societies  are  structured,  and 
how  people  adjust  and  thrive. 

The  Chinatown  Amy  dis¬ 
covered  when  she  returned 
was  populated  by  elderly 
Chinese  bachelors,  who  be¬ 
cause  of  the  Chinese  Ex¬ 
clusion  Laws  lasting  from 
1882-1948,  were  never  per¬ 
mitted  to  bring  their  wives  and 
families  to  the  United  States. 

Amy  began  to  use  what  she 
had  gained  in  China  -  perfect

Gerry  Chin,  treasurer  of  the 
Chinese  Consoli^ted  Benevolent  As¬ 
sociation  (CCBA)  said  it  was  the  first 
time  he  had  been  to  a  bilingual  educa¬ 
tion  rally.  He  was  there,  he  said  "To 
support  bilingual  education  because 
this  coimtry  is  made  up  of  all  kinds  of 
people  and  we  need  to  educate 
everyone." 

The  president  of  the  New  England 
Chinese  Women’s  Association,  Sue 
Wong,  also  said  she  was  there  to  sup¬ 
port  bilingual  education  for  all 
children,  and  that  she  had  signed  a  peti¬ 
tion  to  the  committee  to  rescind  the 
bill. 

During  the  hearing,  Merced  an¬ 
nounced  that  over  2,000  names  had 
signed  the  petition  asking  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Committee  to  vote  down  the  bill. 

Paul  Wong,  president  of  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent  As¬ 
sociation  (CCBA),  spoke  about  his  dif¬ 
ficulties  going  to  school  in  the  days 
when  there  was  no  bilingual  education. 
"When  I  arrived  from  China,  learning 
was  an  obstacle.  Without  bilingual 
education,  I  had  to  drop  out  of  school. 
I  support  bilingual  education  so  that  all 
of  us  can  learn  English  and  om  own 
language,"  Wong  said  through  an  inter¬ 
preter. 

Lac  Truong  travelled  aU  the  way 
from  Springfield,  Mass,  with  other 
Vietnamese  bilingual  advocates  to 
speak  at  the  State  House  steps  and 
lobby  their  representative,  Edward 
Lambert.  Duong  Tuoc,  an  interpreter 
for  the  group,  said  she  was  concerned 
with  keeping  the  bilingual  program  at 
Sumner  Ave.  Elementary  School, 
^ere  60  Vietnamese  children  are  en¬ 
rolled  in  classes,  K-5. 

Bilingual  education  has  been  under 
attack  ever  since  its  implementation, 
even  though  studies  show  its  effective¬ 
ness,  say  advocates. 


In  Boston,  87%  of  bilingual  students 
are  in  bilingual  classes  for  one  to  three 
years.  Only  eleven  percent  stay  more 
than  four  years  in  bilingual  education. 

Bilingual  education  students  repre¬ 
sent  9.6%  of  the  total  school  popula¬ 
tion,  and  10%  of  the  total  Boston 
Public  Schools  budget. 

A  recent  study  commissioned  by  the 
federal  Dept,  of  Education  found  that 
students  who  spent  more  than  two 
years  in  a  bilingual  education  program 
did  much  better  in  regular  classes  than 
other  students  who  were  mainstreamed 
after  one  or  two  years  of  bilingual 
education. 

According  to  the  Massachusetts 
Dept,  of  Education,  the  longer  stu¬ 
dents  stay  in  bilingual  programs,  the 
less  likely  they  are  to  drop  out  of  school. 

On  that  same  Thursday,  bills  spon¬ 
sored  by  William  Glodis  of  Worcester 
that  would  abolish  transitional  bilin¬ 
gual  education  and  replace  the  pro¬ 
gram  with  an  English  education 
program  were  heard  along  with  H  4648. 

No  testimony  was  heard  on  Glodis’s 
bill  because  it  was  refiled  fi-om  previous 
years. 

In  the  past,  those  opposing  Glodis’s 
bill  have  said  that  while  offering 
English  classes  to  bilingual  students 
may  look  good  on  the  surface,  but  in 
reality,  the  bill  would  limit 
students’potential  to  learn  their  own 
language  and  cultme. 

This  year,  said  Merced,  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Coalition  of  Bilingual 
Education  worked  to  put  out  an  aggres¬ 
sive  information  campaign  on  the 
benefits  of  bilingual  education.  They 
made  an  8-  minute  video  that  will  be 
shown  to  Speaker  of  the  House  Charles 
Flaherty  and  other  representatives. 

Tom  Louie,  director  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  English  Plus,  a  group  that 
supports  bilingual  language  rights,  said 
he  came  out  of  the  hearing  with 


hiis  id>andoned  .  his  two  apartment 
properties,  like  other  absentee 
landlords  who  bought  up  real  estate  in 
the  1980s  and  then  reneged  on  their 
loans.  Pressure  of  a  lawsuit  and  tenant 
rent  strikes  had  forced  Mastrorillo  to 
bring  his  apartments  up  to  code.  But  as 
of  last  year,  he  has  moved  to  Florida 
with  no  commitment  to  maintain  the 
property. 

The  seven  Southeast  Asian  families 
had  moved  out  of  the  apartments  long 
ago,  living  in  Dorchester  and  other 
parts  of  Boston  as  they  waited  for  the 
settlement.  Now  Latino  families  live  in 
the  apartments,  and  are  facing  the 
same  slum  conditions  the  SouAeast 
families  experienced. 

Since  Mastrorillo  abandoned  his 
property,  the  credit  union  which 
financed  him.  Progressive  Consumers, 
had  to  step  in  to  take  over  the 


mortgage.  However,  because  of  then- 
poor  loan  record,  the  National  Credit 
Union  Administration,  the  federal 
agency  that  bails  out  failed  credit 
unions,  took  over  property  ownership 
and  management. 

ProgressiveConsumerswas  also  the 
loan  company  for  absentee  landlord, 
Jerry  Yoffa,  whose  five  buildings  are 
also  imder  code. 

To  guarantee  that  the  Mastrorillo 
and  Yofia  buildings  get  fixed  and  stay 
livable,  and  that  the  property  remain  in 
the  hands  of  the  community,  EBEC  is 

taking  on  the  National  Credit  Union 
Adminstration. 

"We’re  demanding  that  the  same 
people  who  sold  out  Oiur  community, 
who  went  wild  with  speculation  owe  the

In  Memory  of  Henry  Wong 
1912-1992 


Henry  You  Min  Wong 
passed  away  on  Friday,  March 
20,  1992  of  heart  failure,  he 
was  80  this  year  by  the  western 
calendar,  83  by  the  Chinese 
calendar.  Henry  came  to  the 
United  States  from  China 
when  he  was  only  16  years  old 
in  1929.  He  learned  the  print¬ 
ing  trade  and  opened  the 
Shanghai  Printing  Company, 
Chinatown’s  oldest  print  shop. 
He  was  a  successful 
businessman  and  had  five 
grown  children  and  ten 
grandchildren. 

Throughout  his  life,  Henry 
was  a  community  leader. 
Before  the  birth  of 
Chinatown’s  social  service 
sector,  he  was  a  one-man  mul¬ 
tiservice  agency.  He  would 
take  newcomers  under  his 
wing,  show  them  around  the 
community,  show  them  how  to 
take  the  subway,  or  translate 
for  them  at  goverment  offices. 

In  1932,  Henry  became  the 
youngest  member  of  the 
boards  of  both  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  As¬ 
sociation  and  the  Chinese 
Merchants  Association. 
Diu-ing  the  Japanese  occupa¬ 
tion  of  China  in  World  War  n, 
he  published  a  newspaper  in 
Chinatown  with  news  from  the 


homeland.  He  was  a  leading 
voice  for  normalization  of  US- 
China  diplomatic  relations 
and  saw  its  establishment  in 
1979. 

He  served  on  the  board  of 
the  South  Cove  Community 
Health  Center,  City  Councilor 
Rosalia  Salerno’s  Commis¬ 
sion  on  the  Elderly,  and  was  a 
strong  supporter  of  the  Rain¬ 
bow  Coalition.  But  in  the  area 
of  community  activism,  Henry 
was  most  known  as  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Chinese  Progres¬ 
sive  Association  (CPA),  which 
he  founded  in  1977.  CPA’s 
mission  was  and  continues  to 
be  to  organize  for  full  equality 
for  Chinese  Americans. 

CPA  was  founded  during 
the  1970s,  a  period  when  many 
young  activists  returned  to 
Chinatown  after  college  to 
serve  the  community  and  or¬ 
ganize  for  grassroots 
democracy  and  progressive 
change.  Henry  had  a  special 
relationship  with  those  of  us 
who  were  part  of  that  trend. 
He  had  the  courage  to  stand 
up  for  his  principles  diuing 
periods  when  they  were  not 
popularly  accepted.  He  lived 
his  long  life  reaUzing  the  ideals 
and  spirit  to  which  we  aspired. 
He  had  the  unique  abiUty  to 
bridge  the  gap  between  the 
American-born  and  im¬

migrant,  traditional  and 
modern,  young  and  old. 
Good-natured  and  imassum- 
ing,  his  casual  manner  en¬ 
deared  him  to  people  but 
belied  his  wisdom  and  ex¬ 
perience. 

With  his  hand  on  the 
immunity’s  pulse,  he  steered 
us  through  numerous  com¬ 
munity  struggles  such  as  the 
campaign  for  justice  for  Long 
Guang  Huang.  His  tireless 
work  helped  to  gradually  raise 
CPA’s  standing  in  the  com¬ 
munity  -  one  of  his  proudest 

accomplishments.  Even  as  an 
80  year-old  man,  he  continued 
to  be  active  and  to  take  care  of 
others  with  an  energy  stronger 
than  many  of  us  a  fraction  of 
his  age. 

For  those  of  us  at  CPA  who 
felt  like  a  part  of  the  family,  it 
is  hard  to  believe  that  he  won’t 
be  popping  up  to  the  office  in 
his  casual  way,  just  to  chat  and 
find  out  what’s  going  on  for  the 
week.  Henry  may  be  gone,  but 
he  will  always  live  in  our  hearts 
and  be  our  hero.  If  all  of  us 
were  just  a  little  bit  like  him, 
we  would  live  in  a  better  world 
today. 

Henry  Wong’s  family  has 
set  up  a  memorial  fund  to  sup¬ 
port  a  Chinatown  oral  history 
project.

Hate  crimes  up, 
reporting  encouraged 


A  newly  released  report  ad¬ 
dressing  hate  crimes  against 
Asians,  In  Pursuit  of  Justice, 
is  now  available.  The  report, 
written  by  the  Organization  of 
Chinese  American’s  Anti- 
Asian  Violence  Task  Force, 
includes  OCA’s  history  work¬ 
ing  with  anti- Asian  violence  is- 
sues,  and  the  Hate  Crime 
Statistics  Act  of  1990. 

The  report  also  includes 
guidelines  for  responding  to 
incidents  of  anti-Asian 
violence,  an  initial  incident 
reporting  form,  and  a  partial 
listing  of  hate  crime  incidents. 

"Interracial  violence  and 
hate  crimes  have  reached  a 
crisis  stage,  "-said  Andrew 
Chen,  chair  of  OCA’s  Anti- 
Asian  Violence  T  ask  Force,  "It 
is  urgent  that  we  take  immedi¬ 
ate  action  to  educate,  monitor, 
prevent  and  reduce  these 
senseless  crimes."  The  OCA 


will  distribute  ten  thousand 
copies  of  the  publication  to 
Asian  American  communities 
across  the  country  to  inform 
them  of  what  they  can  do  when 
victimized  by  hate  crimes.  The 
OCA  encourages  Asian 
Americans  who  are  hate  crime 
victims  to  use  the  incident 
report  form  which  will  be  used 
to  create  a  hate  crimes  data¬ 
base  at  the  OCA  Head¬ 
quarters  in  Washington,  D.C.

No  new  hires  in  police  department 


Chinatown’s  push  for  more 
Asian  Boston  Police  Officers 
reached  an  impasse  when  the 
Flynn  administration  an¬ 
nounced  on  March  24  there 
were  no  funds  to  replace  110 
officers  retiring  this  year. 

In  late  February,  Boston 
Police  Superintendent  Joseph 
V.  Saia  and  Superintendent  in 
Chief  William  Bratton  had 
told  Neil  Chin  similar  news. 

The  officials  told  Chin  that 
Asians  would  qualify  for  bilin¬ 
gual  selective  certification,  but 
they  could  not  guarantee  a 
new  police  academy  class 
would  begin  because  of 
budget  constraints. 

In  December,  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  Francis  Roache  told  the 
Boston  City  Council  that  the 
department  could  save  money 
by  putting  off  a  police  class 
until  May,  1992.  Now  that  class 
will  be  delayed  at  least  until 
late  fiscal  year  1993. 

Chin  and  the 
Chinatown/South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council 
(CNC)  had  been  pushing  for 
the  state  administration  to 
review  its  bilingual  selective 
certification  criteria  to  admit 
AsicUis. 

After  months  of  meeting 
with  officials  at  both  the  city 
and  state  levels,  Boston  Police 
Department  officials  agreed 
that  Asians,  who  had  pre¬ 
viously  been  excluded  from 
bilingual  selective  certifica¬ 
tion,  should  be  included. 


The  decision  was  based  on 
the  fact  that  the  Asian  popula¬ 
tion  in  Boston  has  doubled  in 

the  last  ten  years,  thus  increas¬ 
ing  the  need  for  Asian  officers. 

Last  fall.  Chin  told  a  CNC 
meeting  that  out  of  2,049  cur¬ 
rently  on  the  Boston  Police 
Force,  only  13  are  Asian. 

Since  then,  other  sources 
indicate  that  there  are  cur¬ 
rently  1,998  officers. 

According  to  the  Boston 
Globe,  the  force  will  shrink  to 
1,902  officers,  lower  than  the 
number  of  officers  in  January, 
1987. 

Two  Asian  women  and 
seven  Asian  men  have  passed 
the  exam  qualifying  them  to 
become  recruits  and  enter  the 
Police  Academy,  said  Chin. 
"We’re  hoping  that  they  re¬ 
consider  and  open  a  class  as 
soon  as  possible  in  ’93,"  said 
Chin. 

The  announcement  set  off 
a  heated  response  from  the 
Boston  City  Council.  Coun¬ 
cilor  Thomas  Menino,  chair  of 
the  Ways  and  Means  Commit¬ 
tee  said,  "Neither  the  ad¬ 
ministration  nor  the  police 
department  ever  told  us  this 
was  coming.  There  are  reduc¬ 
tions  now  in  Chinatown,  and 
we  know  a  lot  of  divisions  are 
paper  thin." 

In  December,  the  City 
Council  had  voted  to  allocate 
an  extra  million  dollars  ear¬ 
marked  for  a  new  police  class 
to  begin  in  the  spring.  Roache 


turned  it  down,  saying  the 
force  would  cut  court  ap¬ 
pearances  and  stream-line  ex¬ 
panses. 

Vincent  Loporchio, 
spokesperson  for  the  Boston 
Police  Department  said  that 

local  aid,  which  funds  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Police  Department,  was 
less  this  year  because  of  the 
recession. 

In  addition,  the  personnel 
budget  was  used  up  because  of 
over-time  expenses,  including 
court  appearances.  Also, 
"abortion  rights  demonstra¬ 
tions  and  the  South  Boston  St. 
Patrick’s  Day  Parade,  were 
unforeseen  expenses,"  said 
Loporchio. 

Menino  believes  the 
trouble  is  not  with  local  aid, 
but  with  mis-management. 
"How  could  they  recklessly 
spend  all  this  money,  and  not 
keep  within  the  budget?" 
Menino  also  criticized  the 
high  salaries  of  some  of  the 
newly  hired  administrators. 

According  to  the  Boston 
Globe,  the  City  Council  ap¬ 
proved  15  deputy  superinten¬ 
dent  slots,  but  Commissioner 
Roache  hired  three  more  who 
earn  at  least  $62,000  a  year

EBEC  is  calling  for  the  National 
Credit  Union  Administrettion  to  con¬ 
vey  the  YoCfa  and  Mastrorillo  proper¬ 
ties  and  a  few  other  triple  deckers  to 
the  E.  Boston  community  development 
corporation,  the  Nei^borhood  of  Af- 
for^ble  Housing  (NOAH). 

NOAH  would  then  have  some 
flexibility  in  providing  strategies  for 
community  ownership.  One  option 
would  be  to  establish  a  limited  equity 
cooperative  for  tenant  ownerhsip  of 
buildings.  Another  would  be  for 
NOAH-to  establish  a  community  land 
trust.  NOAH  would  seU  buildings  to 
owners  v^o  would  stay  in  the  buildings, 
and  if  they  wanted  to  leave,  they  would 
have  to  seU  the  buildings  back  to  the 
land  trust. 

EBEC  is  pushing  for  the  National 
Credit  Union  Administration  to  act 
soon  on  the  buildings.  What  EBEC 
does  not  want  to  see  happen  is  for  the 
National  Credit  Union  Administration 


to  wait  for  the  economy  to  recover,  then 
re-sell  again  to  speculative  buyers  w^o 
have  no  commitment  to  the  com¬ 
munity. 

And  the  longer  the  wait,  the  more 
the  buildings  deterioate. 

Sunra,  a  Cambodian  mother  of  two 
children  wdio  lives  at  a  Yoffa-owned 
apartment  on  Putnam  St.,  needed  to 
spend  the  winter  elsewhere  because 
her  apartment  had  no  heat,  broken 
windows,  and  water  leaking  in  the 
bathroom. 

Sunra  called  her  Yoffa  repeatedly 
for  five  years  to  get  him  to  fix  the  heat 
and  leaking  water,  but  he  refused  un¬ 
less  she  paid  him  extra  rent. 

"He  told  me  that  if  I  didn’t  pay  him, 
he  woiildn’t  fix  the  heat,”  said  Sunra. 

EBEC  helped  her  to  call  Boston 
City  Hail  to  demand  an  inspection. 
They  also  found  a  pro-bono  lawyer  to 
represent  her  in  housing  court. 

There  is  a  good  chance  that  Progres¬ 
sive  Consumers,  through  the  National 
Credit  Union  Administration  will 
come  to  the  table  because  Eagle  Hill, 
where  the  Mastrorillo  and  Yoffa  build¬ 
ings  are  located,  has  been  declared  a

blighted  neighborhood  by  the  Boston 
Public  Facilities  Department,  said 
Whalen.  The  department  is  supporting 
NOAH’s  acquisition  of  other  proper¬ 
ties  in  the  area,  and  the  rehabbing  of 
the  properties. 

The  two-year  old  Housing  Justice 
Zone  is  also  taking  on  the  Resolution 
Trust  Corporation  (RTC),  the  federal 
agency  set  up  to  manage  the  failed  as¬ 
sets  of  Savings  and  Loan  Institutions. 

This  past  summer,  EBEC’s  Housing 
Justice  Zone  successfully  convinced 
RTC  to  convey  nineteen  apart¬ 
ments  to  East  Boston’s  Neighorhood 
for  Affordable  Housing  (NOAH)  to 
develop  affordable  housing. 

The  trouble  started  when  Comm 
Fed  firom  Lowell,  the  Colonial  Savings 
Bank  from  Rhode  Island,  and  the 
Homeowners  Savings  Bank,  which 
took  over  ownership  of  failed  loans,  did 
not  want  to  manage  property,  especial¬ 
ly  slum  units.  They  began  evicting 
tenants  and  started  to  auction  off 
property. 

RTC  usually  auctions  foreclosed 
property  to  someone  with  less  than 
$65,000.  However,  said  Whalen,  they 
had  no  restrictions,  and  a  speculator 
could  easily  rig  the  auction. 

Outraged  by  their  tactics,  EBEC, 
along  with  a  coalition  that  included  the 
Massachusetts  Tenants  Organization, 

City  Life,  and  the  Ro>d)ury  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Association,  protested  tenant 
evictions  and  property  auctions.

Hospital  before  taking  time 
off  to  raise  a  family. 

Motherhood  offered  the 
perfect  opportunity  to  test  out 
some  of  her  sociological  ideas 
on  her  children,  Amy  jokingly 
recalls.  "I  had  four  kids  in  five 
years.  That  was  a  good 
project!" 

At  the  same  time,  she 
volunteered  for  voters’ 
registration  drives,  and  helped 
Chinese  newcomers  with  im¬ 
migration  problems.  Those 
were  productive  years,  even  if 
she  wasn’t  officially  a  social 
worker,  Amy  claims. 

When  her  children  became 
teenagers,  they  let  her  regain 
her  independence  as  soon  as 
possible,  Amy  recalls,  "They 
would  say  to  each  other, ‘don’t  ' 
bother  Mom,  she’s  got  more 
important  things  to  do.’" 

In  1967,  Amy  became  a 
clinical  social  worker  at 
Youville  Rehabilitation  and 
Chronic  Disease  Hospital  for 
three  years  before  becoming 
director  of  Youville’s  social 
service  department.  She 
retired  from  that  position  in 
1988. 

T o  stay  going  in  human  ser¬ 
vices,  says  Amy,  you  need  to 
believe  in  humanity’s  capacity 
to  change.  "You  have  to 
believe  in  people’s  intellect 
and  skills.  Otherwise,  you’d  be 
miserable." 

Also,  one  needs  to  be 
curious,  and  ask  questions. 
"Social  work  teaches  you  to  be 
problem-solving.  First  of  all, 
you  have  to  admit  there  is  a 
problem  to  see  things  clearly." 

Amy  has  applied  her  keen  ^ 
problem-solving  powers  to 
many  of  the  troubles  met  by 
Chinatown.  She  participated 
in  the  early  days  of  the  Chinese 
American  Civic  Association  in 
1967,  including  a  forum 
focussing  on  the  future  of  US 
Chinatowns  that  brought  in 
speakers  from  all  over  the 
coimtry.  She  was  part  of  the 
health  care  task  force  that 
eventually  founded  the  South 
Cove  Community  Health  Cen-  j, 
ter.  She  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  South  Cove 
Manor  Nursing  Home,  the 
first  residential  home  for  the 
elderly  in  Chinatown  that 
opened  in  1986. 

Since  1986,  she  has  headed 
the  Chinatown  Beautification 
Committee,  the  group  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  annual  com¬ 
munity-wide  clean-up  and 
other  educational  projects 
through-out  the  year.  a 

She  volunteers  in  projects 
with  the  New  England 
Chinese  Women’s  Associa¬ 
tion  on  Tjder  Street. 

One  of  her  goals  is  to  in¬ 
volve  young  people  in  hands- 
on  experiences  in  the 
community,  such  as  the  kind 
she  had  when  she  first  came 
back  to  Chinatown. 

Currently,  she’s  studying 
Spanish  with  her  husband  be¬ 
cause  the  language  is  used  so 
much  in  Boston. 

Amy  hats  lost  track  of  all  the 
awards  she’s  received  over  the 
years.  What  drives  her  she 
says,  is  the  desire  to  help  out 
others.  Also,  she  enjoys  the 
work  immensely.  New  oppor¬ 
tunities  challenge  her 
creativity,  new  people  and  new 
ideas  keep  her  busy.  "It’s  so 
much  fun.  I  wish  it  on 
everybody,  whatever  your 
profession."  ''

A  small,  intense  world  in  Basho’s  haiku

Narrow  Road  to  the 
Interior 

Matsuo  Basho,  translated

Knowing  that  a  meeting  I 
was  attending  would  last 
another  four  hours,  I  guiltless¬ 
ly  drew  out  this  hand-sized 
volume  from  my  bag,  and  left 
the  20th  century  for  a  glimpse 
into  the  mountain  villages  and 
temples  of  15th  century  Japan. 

I  n'Narrow  Road  to  the  In¬ 
terior,  Matsuo  Basho,  the 
master  of  haiku,speaks  of  both 
the  spiritual  and  physical  ex¬ 
perience  of  travel.  As  I  flipped 
page  after  page  of  this  tiny 
book,  in  a  room  filled  with  rus¬ 
tling  coats,  doors  slamming, 
sneezes  and  whispers,  Basho’s 
words  did  become  a  winding, 
meandering  journey  with  im- 
expected  stops  and  delights. 

It  took  Basho  almost  four 
years  after  his  trip  to  complete 
the  work,  written  in  both  haiku 
and  prose.  According  to  trans¬ 
lator  Sam  Hamill,  Basho  may 
have  blurred  the  truth  about 
the  visits  he  made  to  the  many 


Buddhist  temples  high  in  the 
northern  mountains. 

Yet  Basho’s  masterpiece  is 
not  a  literal  travel  diary,  but  a 
search  into  the  soul’s  interior, 
Hamill  explains.  As  Basho 
writes,  at  the  beginning  of 
Narrow  Road  to  the  Interior 
"The  moon  and  sim  are  eternal 
travelers.  Even  the  years 
wander  on.  A  lifetime  adrift  in 
a  boat,  or  in  old  age  leading  a 
tired  horse  into  the  year,  every 
day  is  a  journey." 

Time  and  time  again,  he  is 
starting  over,  either  setting  out 
for  port  towns  or  moors,  dis¬ 
tant  bridges  or  pine  forests. 
The  journey  is  a  bumpy  one, 
often  transcendent  and  rich, 
but  also  disappointing  as  he 
encoimters  harsh  weather  and 
treacherous  rivers. 

Hamill  suggests  that  Basho 
was  experiencing  a  kind  of 
mid-life  crisis  -  and  set  out  to 
find  greater  meaning,  and  per¬ 
sonal  transformation  in  the 
discovery.  Newly  reached  des¬ 
tinations  provided  him  with  a 
kind  of  certainty,  a  stillness 
£md  calm,  achieved,  Hamill 
seems  to  suggest,  by  Basho’s 
adherence  to  Zen  practice. 
When  he  comes  upon 
Ryushaku,  an  emcient  temple. 


waves  of  solitude  engulf  him: 
"Lonely  silence/a  single 
cicada’s  cry/sinking  into 
stone". 

At  other  times,  he  is  caught 
up  in  the  hustle  and  bustle  of 
local  life,  and  his  character 
seems  quite  the  opposite  of  a 
solitary  Zennist:  "Girls’  busy 
rhands  plant  rice/almost 


like/the  ancient  ones  making 
dye". 

Basho  generously  includes 
the  haiku  of  his  traveling  com¬ 
panion,  Sora.  Not  nearly  as 
pure  or  metaphoric  as  Basho’s 
verse,  Sora’s  haiku  nonethe¬ 
less  reveals  their  good-na¬ 
tured  friendship  and 
camaraderie.  At  one  point  in 


their  journey,  as  they  come  to 
perilous  sounding  places  in 

the  North  Country  - 
"Children-Desert-Parents" 
and  "Turn-Back-the-Horse," 
they  had  no  choice  but  to 
spend  the  night  near  some 
prostitutes,  wiio  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  mistake  them  for  monks 
when  they  ask  for  directions. 
Both  Sora  and  Basho  sadly 
watch  them  leave,  still  lost. 
Sora  captures  the  humor  of 
the  scene  and  something  of  its 
pathos:  "Under  one  roof,  pros¬ 
titute  and  priest/we  all  sleep 
together:/moon  in  a  field  of 
clover". 

Hamill  writes  in  the  intro¬ 
duction  that  according  to 
modern  Japanese,  "haiku 
began  and  ended  with  Basho." 
The  eternal  appeal  of  haiku  is 
its  fresh  understatement  and 
concrete,  imagery.  Basho 
heightens  the  experience  by 
using  similar  techdques  in  his 
prose  descriptions  of  the 
various  spots  along  his  jour¬ 
ney.  like  haiku,  Basho’s  prose 
can  be  seen,  touched,  and 
tasted.  And  through  this  atten¬ 
tion  to  concrete  detail  -  a  Zen 
practitioner’s  rapt  devotion  to 
the  immediate  -  human  feeling 
emerges:  "By  nightfall,  we 
come  to  Soka,  bony  shoulders 
sore  from  heavy  pack,  grateful 
for  warm  night  robe,  cotton 
bathing  gown,  writing  brush, 
ink  stone,  necessities.  The 
pack  is  made  heavier  by 
farewell  gifts  from  friends.  I 
couldn’t  leave  them  behind." 

There  is  much  wisdom 
here,  but  not  the  righteous 
kind.  Basho  is  constantly 
learning,  as  over  and  over 
again,  he  apprentices  himself, 

however  briefly,  to  the 
spiritual  leaders  he  meets 
along  the  way. 

Stephen  Addiss’s  illustra¬ 
tions  are  beautiful  and  simple 
accompaniments  to  Basho’s 
journey. 

This  collection’s  achieve¬ 
ment  in  English  is  no  doubt 
due  to  Hamill’s  skill  as  a  trans¬ 
lator  and  interpreter  of  Basho. 
A  Zen  practitioner  himself 
who  has  devoted  the  greater 
part  of  his  adult  life  to  Asian 
studies  and  the  writing  of 
Ijoetry,  Hamill  provides  a  con¬ 
text  for  understanding  not 
only  Basho  the  person,  but 
also  Basho  the  spiritual 
wanderer.  The  book  has 
received  praise  from  Asian 
scholars  of  Basho  for  its 
lucidity,  ease,  and  depth.  If 
you  are  searching  for  a  few 
moments  of  beauty  and  clarity, 
Basho,  in  the  han^  of  Hamill, 
will  certainly  lead  you  there.

Eventually,  85%  of  the  RTC  deals 
fell  through.  The  coalition  con’wnced 
RTC  to  work  with  community  dev- 
lopers.  Now  RTC  gives  a  list  of 
foreclosed  properties  to  CHAPA,  the 
Community  Housing  and  Planning  As¬ 
sociation,  said  Whalen. 

RTC  is  also  paying  community 
developers  to  work  with  tenants  on 
deciding  whether  they  would  like  to  buy 
the  property,  become  part  of  a  limited 
equity  cooperative,  or  other  strategies. 

With  these  strategies,  EBEC’s 
Housing  Justice  Zone  can  insist  on 
restrictions  which  keep  properties  af¬ 
fordable,  and  in  the  hands  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  not  with  absentee  landlords  or 
speculative  buyers.  The  Housing  Jus¬ 
tice  Zone  is  insisting  that  new  buildings 
be  owner  occupied,  and  be  sold  at  a 
reasonable  price. 

"Ranks  owe  it  to  us,"  said  Whalen.  "It 
brings  more  money  to  the  community, 
not  to  Somerville  or  Whalen.  It 
provides  stability,  and  is  a  huge 
springboard  for  community  develop¬ 
ment."

Chinese  American  Civic  As¬ 
sociation  (CACA)  has  been 
granted  to  a  test  center  for  the 
"New  Citizens  Project,"  a  pro¬ 
gram  that  allows  immigrants 
to  take  the  test  for  English  lan¬ 
guage  skills,  US  history  and 
government  for  naturalization 
at  a  local  site.
